NEW YORK 
Thumbs Down 


The chances for off-track betting in 
New York City. Mayor Robert Wagner's 
favorite proposal for raising additional 
tax revenue. appeared dimmer last week. 
The New York Times reported that a 
majority of the mayor’s 7-man committee 
on off-track betting was opposed to the 
proposal, and Gov. Nelson Rockefeller. 
who conferred with Mayor Wagner on 
financial problems last week, said he 
was “not enthusiastic about it.” 

A bill authorizing off-track betting al- 
ready has been introduced in the New 
York Assembly by Sen. Harry Gittleson. 
Brooklyn Democrat. but his bill does not 
have the backing of Mayor Wagner’s or- 
ganization. The mayor has said that he 
would not press for a betting bill unless 
his off-track committee should recommend 
one. 

New York City is facing a deficit of 
$145,000.000 for the next fiscal year. If 
the off-track betting proposal fails. the 
mayor is said to favor an increase of one 
per cent in the city’s sales tax, although 
this measure would raise only about $80.- 
000.000. 


Atkinson's Retirement 


Ted Atkinson, one of America’s leading 
jockeys since 1941. last week announced 
that he was retiring because of a back 
injury. Atkinson had to give up riding 
briefly twice during the last year. and he 
was bothered again early this month when 
he rode at Tropical Park. 

Dr. Alexander Kaye. medical adviser to 
the Jockeys’ Guild and Atkinson’s phy- 
sician. said, “It’s a recurring sacroiliac 
condition that is recurring too often. I 
have advised him to retire. It isn’t that 
he couldn't ride again. We could straight- 
en him out and soon have him back on 
the job. But Ted couldn't give his best. 
and that is the only way he rides.” 

Atkinson said. “I don’t feel too happy 
about packing my trunk and leaving the 
jockey room. but I don’t’ want to continue 
when there’s doubt that I might not be 
able to do full justice to my mounts. I 
have a feeling of responsibility to the 
people | ride for, and for the racing 
public.” 

Since he became a jockey in 1938 at 
the age of 21, Atkinson has ridden 3.795 
winners from 23.661 mounts. His horses 
have earned $17.449,360. Twice he led all 
riders in North America. with 287  win-

ners in 1944 and 233 winners in 1946. 
For 11 years, from 1946 to November 1. 
1957. he was contract rider for Greentree 
Stable. and he was the regular rider 
for Capot. Tom Fool. One Hitter, Straight 
Face. and other noted Greentree runners. 

For the last 3 years Atkinson has oper- 
ated a boarding horse farm at Woodbury. 
L. I. He said he planned to continue 
the farm, but also would like to participate 
in racing as an official. Marshall Cassidy. 
director of racing for the New York

Association. said he would be “delighted” 
te accept Atkinson as a student in the 
Jockey Club’s school for officials. Bowie 
race track, which opens its winter meeting 
on February 7, elready has offered At- 
kinson “an official position.” 

Atkinson planned to wait several weeks 
before making a decision. “I hope there’s 
a place for me in racing.” he told James 
Roach, of the New York Times, “but 1 
need time to figure out what I am going 


to do.”

Silky turned in a drab race 
on January 1 at Santa Anita against a 
field he would have run over in his hey- 
day. and then last week, after working 
half a mile in :4815. he had _ trouble 
with his good right leg, which apparently 
filled because Silky had been putting 
extra. weight on that leg while trying 
to favor the leg that had been fired. 

Silky is such a huge horse that it’s 
hard to keep him sound, and for that 
reason — plus all the leg trouble he al- 
ready has had—it seems unlikely he'll 
ever come back. However, Cornell is hop- 
ing that a long rest will have him ready 
to resume training in time for the Holly- 
wood Park meeting.

Whether this speculation is correct or not. it seems to me 
that the advantage in American racing is shifting toward the long-legecd model 
most perfectly typified by horses such as First Landing and Bold Ruler.

Gus Owens 


Augustus John Owens. well known to 


James H. Bright 


James H. Bright. who pioneered racing 
in Florida, died at his home in Hialeah. 
Fla.. on Tuesday. January 6. At the time 
of his death he was a member of the board 
of directors of Hialeah race track and 
president emeritus of the Florida Thor- 
oughbred Breeders’ Association. 

A native of Missouri. Mr. Bright moved 
to south Florida early in this century. In 
partnership with Glenn Curtiss he founded 
the City of Hialeah. and it was at Bright's 
suggestion that a number of businessmen 
in the Miami area agreed to attempt to 
get a race track established in Florida 
early in the 1920°s. Mr. Bright sold the 
land for the first Hialeah race track to 
the late Joe Smoot. race track promoter 
and builder, for $10. and the first) race 
meeting in the Miami area was held in the 
winter of 1924, 

Smoot ran Hialeah for 2 years. then 
sold the track to the late Joseph E. Widen- 
er. Widener commissioned Bright to build 
a new track, and Mr. Bright supervised 
the construction of the present Hialeah 
course. It was he who suggested that Hia- 
leah buy a flock of flamingos. 

Mr. Bright owned a 1.200-acre farm in 
Broward county. Florida. and in 1935. 
with the purchase of the stallion Full 
Dress and 4 broodmares. he became Flor- 
ida’s first Thoroughbred breeder. in- 
terested Carl Rose in entering the Thor- 
oughbred breeding business. and helped 


to organize the Florida) Thoroughbred 


Breeders’ Association. He served as pres- 
ident of the FTBA for several years. 

Mr. Bright also was interested in eattle. 
and he imported the first Brahma cattle 
to North America early in the century.

and he also acted in a similar capacity 
for the Fasig-Tipton Company. 

Mr. Owens is survived by a daughter, 
Li. Barbara K. Owens, attached to the 
U. S. Naval Hospital at Key West, and 
by his sister, with whom he lived.

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Among the world’s most successful and 
most experienced breeders of Thorough- 
bred race horses there was. until recent 
years. an almost complete distrust of the 
superior race mare as a prospective pro- 
ducer. So extensive was the preoccupa- 
tion with male lines, families, grand cour- 
ants de sang, “good pedigrees,” nicks, 
and assorted routines of abracadabra that 
the most elementary principle of breeding 
was nearly always ignored. On the rare 
occasions when it was not ignored en- 
tirely, its importance was minimized. 

Some prominent breeders of compara- 
tively recent years. including August Bel- 
mont If and Joseph E. Widener, main- 
tained the view that racing class was more 
a detriment than an asset to a broodmare. 
Federico Tesio stated the doctrine most 
explicitly: an individual, of either sex, is 
born with a given amount of “vitality.” 
and the more that original inventory of 
vitality is used on the race course. the 
less of it remains to be passed on to the 
horse’s offspring. 

Intuitive judgment of this sort, how- 
insubstantial its factual basis may 
be, gains an aura of authority from the 
successes of horses bred by men holding 
a view. Horsemen have no relish 
for argument with a man who has just 
led in a Derby winner, especially if he 
has had numerous other high-class win- 
ners. Statistical investigation becomes a 
remote consideration in such cases. As 
John E. Madden should have said: 
Opinions live. the records die. If the 
records don’t die, they just fade away. 

The records, if they are not to be lost 
entirely in the fog of intuition, must be 
reviewed and re-examined occasionally. 
An opinion may be maintained indefnitely 
if never submitted to critical scrutiny. A 
conclusion based upon actual results is 
valid only in the degree that it can be 
substantiated by further results.

Data Considered 


The accompanying summary of the 
producing records of the best American 
race mares is a revision of a study made 
about 6 years ago (The Blood-Horse, No- 
vember 29, 1952). including data through 
1951. The full records for 1958 are not 
yet available, hence the figures given for 
the progeny of each mare are complete 
only through 1957. 

The mares under study were selected 
entirely on the basis of their racing class; 
each was chosen as one of the best 10 
female runners of her crop, except that in 
the earlier years a few which belonged 
in this category were eliminated because 
they had no foals and were replaced by 
mares which ranked just below them in 
point of racing excellence. Selection of 
the best 10 in each year was made on a 
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subjective basis, of course, and certainly 
there would be differences of opinion as 
to whether some of the mares should have 
been included. In most years, however. 
the disagreement would concern only 1 or 
2 of the 10 mares. In a few cases an 
extra name has been added to the list to 
avoid a difficult decision. 

The list begins with mares foaled in 
1931. since this was the first crop eval- 
uated in a year-end tree handicap of 
2-year-olds. Experimental Handicap 
weights and later performance were con- 
sidered. but most of the mares on the 
list revealed good class as 2-year-olds. 
Comprehensive handicaps of the best older 
lhierses are of comparatively recent origin. 
too recent to be useful in selecting many 
of the mares included in the published 
list. which goes no further than foals of 
1946. The mares foaled in later years. 
especially those which raced until they 
were past the age of 3. have had few 
foals to race. 

Readers with sharp memories will pre- 
fer to substitute other names for a few 
of those listed. It would be a statistical 
rarity if the substitutions made a signifi- 
cant alteration of the results. 

Each mare’s name is preceded by the 
weight assigned her in the Experimental 
Free Handicap, if she was included in 


this ranking of the best 2-year-olds. The 
“shorthand” notes following the name 
show (1) years raced. (2) starts, (3) 


wins. (4) earnings, and (5) racing index, 
that is. ratio of earnings to opportunity 
in the years raced. Progeny records are 
summarized briefly in the tabulated col- 
umns. 


The Best of Results 


Totals obtained by summing pro- 
geny records show that 163 high-class 
mares produced, through 1955, 988 regis- 
tered foals with earnings. through 1957, 
of $26.978.031 and £25.325. The average 
per mare, excluding Black Tarquin’s earn- 


ings in England. was $165.509; average 
per registered foal, including non-starters, 


$27.306: average per starter per year, 
$9.310. 
However. since average distribution 


per runner was nearly tripled during the 
2 decades in which the offspring raced. 
the earnings index provides a more ac- 
curate measurement. By summing the 
number of year-starters and the annual 
adjustment figures (actual earnings di- 
vided by the yearly average per runner 
in North America), it is found that 2.897 


year-starters earned as much as would 
have been allotted to year- 


starters if the money available in each 
year had been divided equally among all 
horses which got to the post at least once 
in that year. Thus the index for the group 
was 3.53. or slightly better than 315 times 
the normal expectation. 

By way of comparison, the index for 
the progeny of all fillies assigned weights 
in the Experimental Handicaps of 1933 
through 1948 was 2.73, indicating a rate 
of earnings slightly less than 2%4 times 
average expectation. The totals were 
6.017 year-starters. $43.559.375 
16.435.83 adjustment. 

The index for progeny of mares which 
were in both lists. that is. in the Experi- 
mental Handicap and also among the 
“best 10.° was 3.76. as against 3.04 for 
the smaller group of mares which were 
among the best 10 but not weighted in 
the Experimental as 2-year-olds. 

Again by way of comparison. the 3.53 
progeny index for the main group under 
consideration, the best 10 race mares of 
each year, was precisely the same as for 
the combined progeny of Bull Lea. *Ali- 
bhai. *Heliopolis, *Mahmoud. *Prince- 
quillo, Count Fleet. *Khaled, and War 
Admiral. These were. at the end of 1957, 
the 8 highest-ranking American 
which had been represented by at least 
400 year-starters each.

Paris. The 1958 season in France was 
a good one. but from the statistical point 
of view only one team broke records: the 
association of Bella Paola. Francois Dupre. 
and Francois Mathet. 

The most astonishing result) was ob- 
tained by trainer Mathet. who with 416 
starters won 11] races and 207.831.222 
franes. This number of victories is supe- 
rior to the previous record of 97, estab- 
lished by the same trainer in 1957, and 
the amount of money won doubled the 
103.400.720 frances won by the same Fran- 
cois Mathet in 1956. Lf it were possible 
to count place money in that statistic 
Francois Mathet should) have won, in 
1958. more than 235 million frances on 
the track and 17 million francs in breed- 
ers premiums. in all more than 250 million 
francs for Francois Dupre. Mme. Leon 
Volterra, and Jorge de Atucha. 

It was the second time in 6 years that 
Mathet had led in the number of victories. 
From the standpoint of money won, he 
was the leader in 1954. 1956. and 1958. 
Alec Head took second place in’ both 
categories in 1958. 

If an owner deserved the honor of lead- 
ing the winning-owners list, it was Fran- 
cois Dupre. who had been third in 1950, 
1951. 1954 and 1956, and second in 1949 
and 1957. In 1957, he was the “moral” 
leader, since Prince Aly Khan had beaten 
him with money won by the late Aga 
Khan’s horses. which ran in the son’s 
colors after the father’s death. This year, 
Dupre broke the record of Marcel Bous- 
sac. who won 98.013.760 frances in 1956. 
Dupre’s 143.060.630 frances exceeded by 
more than 45 million franes the previous 
record. and they were 27-million francs 
over the 1958 earnings of Prince Aly 
Khan. 

The big winners of Dupre were Bella 
Paola. Tanerko. aud Dushka. which won 
more than 110 million franes. The money 
won by Prince Aly Khan represented a 
greater number of winners; his biggest 
winners, with a little more than 10 million 
francs each, were Taboun and Yla. 

Mme. Leon Volterra took a good third 
place in money won after being sixth 
in 1954, third in 1955, second in 1956. and 
sixth in 1957. 

There were 2 outsiders among the lead- 
ing owners: the American John MeShain, 
owner of Ballymoss, winner of the Prix 
de V’Are de Triomphe, and Gladness, 
second in the Prix du Cadran, and the 
Spanish Ramon Beamonte, who won the 
Prix du Jockey Club with Tamanar.
